It is with great interest that I have read 
a ietter from the American Paper and Pulp 
association, sent to me as a former news- 
paper manager, which gives me this interest- 
ing information concerning the purposes of 
the democratic party. I have filed a copy of 
this circular and shall be glad to send it in 
full to any owner of a newspaper in the 
United States. 

It would be impossible to print it Im full 
here. But without changing or garbling its 
phrases concerning the one issue which af- 
fects newspapers, whether republican or 
democratic or socialistic, I will outline what 
it has to say:

Newspaper Loses $8,000 Year. 

If the democratic national committee could 
secure a sufficient number of the circulars 
sent out by the American Paper and Pulp 
association promising to the American na- 
tion that any reduction in the price of paper 


would be a serious assault on that great 


industry it might well send copies to every 


newspaper in the United States. 


I know one paper, not a great one, which, 
however, was a profitable business concern, 
making $20,000 a year, and when this same 
association, the paper trust, put up the prices 


@t paper because it was able to do so, being 


protected, the net revenues of this news- 
paper dropped from $20,000 to a scant $12,- 
000. 


Every publisher in the United States un- 
derstands that in the last year his business 
has been more seriously affected by the in- 
crease in the price of print paper than even 
by the falling off in advertising due to the 
depression of business which hes proceeded 
from the Rooseveit panic. 

But I am not writing this better to the pub- 
lisher. It is a matter of some importance to 
the reader. The present situation in the 
newspaper world cannot long continue unless 
it shall result in either an increase in the 
price of papers or an increase in the price of 
advertising. In either nc it is the render,

When we find the otesimiaaaion which holds 
in a remorseless grip the supply of the raw 
material out of which hewepaeper print paper 
is made, announcing to fits stockholders that 
it is absolutely essential the republican party

That a wool jobbing firm should be put in

.§ it probably has exaggerated does not seem 
so important as the interests of the millions 
of American people who wear woolen goods 
and to whem any reduction in the price of 
clothing would mean relief. 

While we may be sorry for the Silderburg 
firm, at the same time we do not believe, we 
democrais, that.the question as-to whether 
this firm shail Win §100,000 on its purchase 
of 2,500,000 ‘of wool which it is hold- 
ing for speculative purposes is really a seri- 
ous issue in the campaign. 

So far as wool is concerned, the issue is 
Shall the farmer or the speculator 
get the fair price?

From my point of view Taft’s election is 
inevitable, and.I do not see how any juggling 
with these figures, based on reports which 
are even remotely accurate and trustwor- 
thy, can produce any other result.

A brief stop wae made at Reideville before 
the expedition reached the state of Virginia 
amd the city of Danville. Here a large crowd 
waited at the station and Taft addressed 
them from the rear of his car. The audience 
evidenced a decided Hking for Bryan by 
shouting with great vigor when his name 
was mentioned. The candidate took advan- 
tage of the enthuetasm to make this point: 

**T am delighted that I have so many Bryan 
men here that I can talk a little sense into. 
I would like to ask whether they are in favor 
today of the free coinage of silver? No, not 
one; and yet the chief of their party recom- 
mended that for eight years, for three presi- 
dential campaigns. Are they in favor of the 
Gorman-Wilson bill? Are they in favor of 
the government ownership of railroade? 
Are they in favor of guaranty of bank de- 
posits? [A voice said‘ Yes.’] 


What Really Is Favored. 


‘‘ Yes, I have no doubt you are, because 
you are committed to Bryanism. What you 
are in favor of is this: You are in favor of 
any man opening a bank with $10,000 and 
then going to his neighbors and saying: 

“*Give me $100,000 deposits so that I may 
speculate with it, because Robinson, who 
has got a bank up here, has $500,000 deposits, 
and he ig responsible for every dolar of my 
deposits.’ 

‘That is a fine kind of & proposition. That 
ie Bryanesque. That appeals to my friend 
right there. That illustrates just the char- 
acter of a business man that Mr. Bryan and 
his followers are, and that shows how much 
confidence you will get by putting Mr. Bryan 
into the White house.’’ 


Old Capital’s Hall Packed. 


The Richmond meeting illustrated the in- 
tense desire of the people of the old con- 
federate capital to see the republican nom- 
inee.

pany, owned by Denver Union Water com- 
pany; The Smuggler Mining company, Bu- 
rant Mining company, First National bank, 
and of D. H. Moffat’s corporate interests. 

The republicane have. been pleased to note 
that the Bry scheme of campaign fund 
publicity before election has failed to ingpire 
confidence and allay apprehensions in the 
public mind. As campaign tactics ft is re- 
garded by the republicans as having fallen 
flat. 


List Open to Suspicion. 

The Mst of contributions published by the 
democrats is held to be open to grave sus- 
picions by reason of the repudiation of former 
Treasurer Haskell and the recently exposed 
plana of the democratic national committee 
to suppress the contributione of those who 
disliked publicity.

J. Healy. The real person aimed at, of course, 
was Gov. Deneen.. The case was carried to 
the Supreme court and the right of the’ state's 
attorney to such fees upheld.” 

Praises Record as Prosecutor. 

Judge Albert C. Barnes, who was an as- 

gistant of Deneen as state’s attorney. also 
came to the front with a defense of his 
former chief. If Deneen was a fee grabber, 
he said, then every other state’s attorney 
in the state is a fee grabber, for Deneen 
took only the fees allowed by the laws which, 
be they good or bad, have been upheld by the 
Supreme court. The judge told of the in- 
vestigation of the Deneen administrations 
by a citizens’ committee. 

“Mr. Deneen publicly Invited the fullest 
scrutiny into the administration of his office, 
even offering access to his private papers, and 
yet not a single act reflecting upon either Mr. 
Deneen’s capacity or integrity was discov- 
ered or reported by said committee. 

“ Even later, Just before his election, some 
of these same enemies appeared before 
County Judge Carter, now justice of the Su- 
preme court, and asked that his approval of 
Mr. Deneen’s reports be set aside and with- 
drawn, urging as grounds therefor the same 
charges of irregular and illegal fee taking 
that are now being-published against Mr. 
Deneen in this campaign, and after a re- 
examination of those reports and full consid- 
eration of the several points and charges 
made Judge Carter gave his Judicial sanction 
to Mr. Deneen’s right to the fees as reported 
by him, except where there had been a mere 
clerical error. 

“ Not.a*single one of the charges then made 
was sustained. And those charges were 
identical with those that are being made 
against him today.”

The registration of voters In Chicago was 
revised last night, the judges sitting in each 
precinct from 6 to 10 o'clock to decide appea'is 
to retein on the books the names of citizens 
whose right to vote was.contested.

It is estimated that the revision wih reduce 
the total number of qualified voters by not 
more than 2.500 The total registration at 
the close ot last Tuesday was 410.242.

Since last Tuesday the. election judges in 
each precinct have sent out suspect notices 
to all citizens whose right to vote appeared 
to be in question.

: Another ghost from the incompletely buried 
past of William J. Bryan rose to confront 
and menace him yesterday. This time it was 
his public record on the question of pensions. 

By this disclosure he is shown as hostile 


to the remnant of the Grand Army of the 


Republic: as a doubter of both the patriot- 
ism and the honesty of its members, and as 
an open wishew for the speedy disappearance 
of the old soldiers from the soil they once 
defended. — 

These opinions were expressed by him in 
1892, before he had learned the. wisdom of 
more indefinite speech. and were delivered to 
congress itself, Om the next day they ap- 
peared credited to him in the Omaha World- 
Herald, the paper with which he wae po- 
litically and editorially connected. 


Bryan’s Attack on Pensioners. 

‘The next session of congress,’’ he said in 
this speech, “ will have to wrestle with one 
deficiency of $36,000,000. This is on account 
| of pensions. The appropriation for next year 
nust be not less than $150,000,000. It is there- 
fore easy arithmetic to perceive that the ap- 
propriation that congress must make aggre- 
gates not less than $186,000,000. 

‘This tremendous sum, which would in 
itself be enough to run a reasonable govern- 
ment, is held up and despoiled of. It is not 

‘an honest debt; and a large proportion of it 
is not a debt at all, because it was never 
earned by any act of patriotism or heroic

Worst of all, however, appeared his slurs 
upon the honor of the veterans. Apparently 
he made no distinctions, for the reading of 
the attack lends itself to the single inter- 
pretation that he regarded the entire debt 
as ‘‘ dishonorable.” To the Bryan of 1892 
the wearer of the blue of ’61 was a ** holdup *’ 
man and a “ despoiler.”’ 

Search was at once begun through the 
weary ways of Bryan utterances to find if 
at a later time he had with the discretion of 
a wise politician expressed a change of 
conviction, or had with the ardor of a con- 
verted soul, begged the pardon of the gris- 
gied fighters, but at a late hour last night 
the quest remained fruitlesg.

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Southern Illinois Republicans 
Say. Ticket Is Safe; Yates 
Men Back Deneen. 


LIQUOR VOTE IN DOUBT. 
Sjrength of Wets Believed to Be 
Not So Strong as in 
Chicago.

East St. Louis, I., Oct. 17.—[Special.]— 
Southern Illinois, barring another “ land- 
slide,’ which no political observers expect, 
will return to normal in this election. Men 
who have taken polis in the southern counties 
and who have received reports from them, 
predict a vote which will be about the vote 
of 1900. ‘ 

Gov. Deneen, according to all predictions, 
will run behind the national ticket, but the re- 
publicans who are managing things in this 
end of the state and farther south say that -he 
democrats are chasing rainbows if they ex- 
pect to elect Adlai E. Stevenson because of 
republican dissatisfaction. 

“I don't know anything about conditions 
in the northern end of the state,”’ said one 
of the republican managers, “and I don't 
know anything about Chicago, but I know 
that in southern IiHnols thé republicans will 
vote. the ticket, national and state. Gov. 
Deneen will not get Taft's vote, but the ex- 
tent to which ho will run behind has been 
vastly overestimated.” 


Farmers to Vote Straight. 


A man who is not a politician, but who has 
exceptional opportunities for getting at the 
facts and a disposition to do so, agrees with 
this estimate of the republican party man- 
agers. He is in charge of an agency of a 
big agricultural implement concern, with ter- 
ritory including twenty-five southern and 
central counties. 

‘*I don’t know much about the cities,’ he 
said, ‘‘ but I think. I know how the farmers 
propose to vote. They talk politics, and my 
agents bring me reports, and I get a goqd 
deal of it first hand. It is mv judgment that 
both Taft and Deneen ‘wil: get every south- 
ern and central Illinois county carried by 
McKinley in 1900, and probably some which 
went democratic then. Conditions in all the 
southern counties justify that prediction. 
Deneen. will run a little behind Taft—more 
in some counties than in others—but it is 
my observation that the farmers of the state 
are prosperous, that they are satisfied with 
Taft, and that they have no objections to 
Deneen. In some counties I understand that 
there is an objection to the good roads propo- 
sition for which Deneen stande, but in the 
territory which I know personally there is 
Httle such opposition.” 


Rodenberg District All Safe. 

in the countiés of the Rodenberg congres- 
sional district the republicans estimate that 
the republicam majority for the natioral 
ticket will be 3,500 for the national ticket 
and about 2,000 for Deneen outside of St. 
Ciafr county. They say they are ultra con- 
servative in placing the figures so low and 
confidently expect them to go higher. 

in 8t. Clair county they look for-practi- 
cally an even break with the democrats, 
admitting that Kast St. Louis may go demo- 
cratic but expecting that the vote ip the re- 
mainder of the county will offset it. 

The democratic managers are quite as con- 
fident that they can carry the district, but 
their estimates are not given much consider- 
ation fn the republican headquarters. 

“ They talk of carrying Washington coun- 
ty. for instance,”’ said one of the republicans. 
“When Bill Freeman was..running for con- 
gress on the democratic ticket he managed to 
get that county by a trifie over 100 votes, and 
Bill had been raised there and knew every- 
body and everybody's dog. He got it by a 
frection over 100. There is no chance’’ 


Yates Men Back Deneen. 


The county has been known as Yates terri- 
tory, but it is reported that the Yates sup- 
porters will vote the ticket. Henry 4J. 
Schmidt of Nashville, one of the republican 
leaders in the county, said that Deneen would 
not run more than fifty votes behind the 
national ticket. 

In Bond county Cicero J. Lindly, a Yate 
partisan, is reported as working to keep the 
state ticket on a par with the national ticket. 
not because he cares anything for Deneen’'s 
success, but to preserve his own party regu- 
larity. The Yates men in the majority do not 
care to have their party loyalty questioned. 
This does not hold good in all counties, but 
it does down in southern illinois, where ir- 
regularity leaves a man outside the breast- 
works for some time. 

The disturbing element in the Kodenberg 
district and elsewhere to the south and east 
is the liquor question. The politicians not 
only feel the effect of the recent fight between 
the local option advocates and the demon 
rum, but they are getting the full benefit or 
the coming legislative contest. 


Saloon Element Sticks Together. 

There is a political solidity to the saloon 
vote which the temperance people lack, the 
politicians complain. They say that you can 
count on the opposition of the optionists if 
you give aid or comfort to their enemies, put 
they complain that. if you support them they 
do not give votes in return when the demon 
rum comes back to geteven. They have more 
admiration for the saloon vote in thie re- 
spect. They say it sticks—for you, or against 
you, just as you have been acting It is non- 
partisan, whereas the anti-saloon vote ig 
partisan. 

Efforts have been made to convince the 
liquor people that there is no occasion for in- 
terference in the state or national contest, 
The republicans ask that the -iiquor inter- 
ests keep hands off ana allow the liquor vote 
to break up on party lines. They are sot 
asking for any interference on their behal? 
They simply want to keep the liquor people 
from getting behind the democratic ticket. 

They say that it is useless to expect that 
the local option forces will come to their aid 
if the brewers and distillers send out the 
word that work fs to be done for Stevenson, 
giving it as their opinion that the temperance 
people will divide their vote along party lines 
according to national party preferences, re- 
gardless of other considerations. 

There ate some indications that In the stare 
outside of Chicago the liquor people miy 
keep their hands off the state ticket, although 
being opposed to Deneen in Cook county. 


Neglected by State Leaders. 

Republicans down the state are inclined to 
be peevish because of the way in which they 
have been neglected by state headquarters. 
They say: they have received no assistance at 
all—no buttons. no Hthegraphs, no. * Iitere- 
ture.” 

*]T guppose the state committee must be 
proke,’’ said one of the southern republicans, 
* put. if.so.it need not have kept promising to 
do things which it never does. These things 
may be little things, but they all go to help 
out ant we can’t get even a campaign button. 
We have some copies of the national text 
book, but that’s all. We heard something 
about a state text book. but there’s nothing 
doing along that line so for as we can dis- 
cover. We may get some stuff after the elec- 
tion. It will do a-lot of good then.” 

Congressman Rodenmburg’s reélection is 
considered by the republicans as being just 
about a certainty.

Feeling ran high among the villagers in 
regard to the stand taken by Trustee Price 
in handding the votes and the doors were not 
thrown open at the conclusion of the count- 
ing, but the result written on a card and 
placed in the window. 

By the terms of the ordinance the com- 
pany must elevate its tracks within the next 
six years.

Western Railways Begin Injune- 
tion Proceeding Against Board. 


HEARING ON FRIDAY NEXT. 


Order Reducing Missouri River Tariff 
9 Cents in Effect Oct. 26, 


The fight of the western rallroads against 
the order of the intexsstate commerce commis- 
sion reducing the through rates from the At- 
lantic seaboard to the Missouri river was 
begun yesterday morning when a petition 
for a preliminary injunction restiaining the 
commission from putting the rates into effect 
was filed in the United States Circuit court 
at Chicago. © : 

The hearing on the application is set for 
next Friday before three Circuit judges sit- 
ting en banc. 

The order of the commission in the Missourd 
river rate case, which has been twice post- 
poned and becomes effective on Oct. 26, makes 
a reduction of 9 cents a hfindred pounds on 
first class freight and proportional reduc- 
tions in the other classes in the rates between 
the Mississippi river and the Missouxi river 
cities when applied to the through trans- 
portation from New York. 

The original complaint on which the order 
was based was brought by jobbers of Kansas 
City and Omaha, who asserted that their 
rates were unreasonable as compared with 
those to St. Paul and Minneapo¥s. The com- 
mission held that the Twin City rates were 
reasonably low because of the water compe- 
tition, but held that the through rates to the 
Missouri river should be less than the sum 
of the local rates in and out of St. Louis and 
the Mississippi river crossings, and orde:ed 
the reduction. The roads running to the 
river but not to the Twin Cities, which were 
not made parties to the original case, asked 
for a rehearing, which was denied by the 
commission on Friday. 


Bill Tells of Immense Loss. 

The bill for an injuncticn was flied by the 
roads who have lines to St. .aul and the 
oiher roads aiso filed an intervening petition. 
The bill alleges that if the reducfon is made 
their revenues will be directly reduced $1.000.- 
000 a@ year. and that the application of the 
principle containéd in the order, that the 
through rates shall be less than the sum of 
the local rates, will necessarily result in the 
lowering of other rates, which wi!) entail the 
loss of milions!more. 

The petitioners further state that the reduc- 
tion, is excessive and unreascnabe and Is 
based on no finding of the commission that 
the existing rates are too high. but that the 
reduction is made simply on freight moving 
from the east, but not on freight originating 
at Chicago and St. Louis. and compels the 
railroad companies affected to serve the 
shippers on the Atlantic seaboard and or 
the Missouri! river at a lower rate than is 
charged shippers at Chicago and St. Lou!s 
for the same service, which they say involves

JERDEY JUDGH A SUICIDE 


Follows Newark’s Police Chief, 
Also a Victim of Politics. 


COURT WAITS, BUT IN VAIN. 


Promenades in Park, Nods to Friends, 
| And Fires.

Newark, N. J., Oct. 17.~In the presence of 
a hundred persons Judge David B. Howell 
of the First Criminal eourt of this city today 
twice shot himself fn the head In Branch- 
brook park, inflicting wounds from which he 
died in a hospital two hours later. 

Judge Howell was one of the most widely 
known democrats of this city and, although 
he was not a candidate for election, took an 
active part in’the political campaign. Sharp 
personal criticism was made of the fudge 
because of the fact that he had been divorced 
by his wife, and in a speech last night he re- 
plied to his accusers and demande@ evidences 
of their charges. 

Today he walked Into the park while his 
court was awaiting his arrival and fired 
two shots into his head. He was hurried in 
an automobile te the City hospital, He Is 
said formerly to have been an Bpiscopal 
clergyman. : 

Stormy Career as Judge. 

Judge Howell's brief career on the bench 
bad been marked with some sensational in- 
cidents. 

He-was chairman of the democratic county 
committee last January when the mayor ap- 
pointed him as judge of one of the city’s two 
police courts. There was a protest to the 
mayor against the appointment, but it was 
overruled, 

One of the most striking of the judge’s 
actions on the bench was his issuance of 
warrants for the arrest of the county prose- 
cutor, sheriff, and foreman of a grand jury 
which had found indictments against James 
H. Nugent, the city counsel. These war- 
indict, but they were thrown out by a higher 
indet, but they were thrown out by & bgher 
court and Judge Howell was criticised for is 
suing them before the courts had decided 
whether the indictment of Nugent was war- 
ranted, 

In a Hot Political Fight. 

When Judge Howell began to take an active 
part in the present campaign the champions 
of the new'idea faction of the republican 
party turned their batteries upon him and his 
personal and public records were examined 
and sharply criticised. 

Charles M. Mason. one of the new idea lead- 
ers, denounced the judge and Maj. Haussling 
in a recent speech and intimated that he in- 
tends to pursue his charges until those ac- 
cused had left the city. 

Last night, In a eensational speech, Judge 
Howell called for a jury to pass upon the 
lives of his accusers. 

Today he left his home, wandered about the 
park for a little while, nodding to his friends, 
and then suddenly drew a revolver and killed 
himself. 

Judge Howell's suicide ig the second which 
has grown out of the stormy politics of 
. Newark within alittle morethanayear. The 
other suicide was Chief of Police Adame. 
mho shot himself within a few yards of the 
spot where Judge Howell was found dying 
today. , 


EX-OIL INSPECTOR SUES CITY 
TO RECOVER $18,000 OF FEES. 


Edward Cummings Says He Was Forced 
to Sigh Contract to Turn Over Money 
and He Thinks Agreement Void. 


Etward M. Cummings, formerly oil in- 
spector under Mayor Harrison, has filed a 
ciaim against the city for §18,000 of fees 
which he collected and turned over to the 
city during his term of office. His claim is 
based on the assertion that the city ordi- 
nance which fixed a salary for the oil ‘in- 
Spector was illegal. 

His action raises a new point in the ques- 
tion of whether the city or the oll inspector 
fis entitled to the fees which have been tn 
dispute since the indictment of Robert BE. 
Burke &nd his restoration to the city of 
$30,000, Cummings was appointed June 15, 
1903, and served until May 25, 1905. Dur- 
ing that time he paid the expenses of his 
office out of the fees, reserved a salary of 
$3,600 a year, and turned over to the city 
about $950 a month. 

Since the action of the council in allowing 
the fees.to Charles W. Andrews, the present 
oil inspector, Cummings has felt that he was 
illegally deprived of the money. He de- 
clares he was forced to sign the contract by 
which he agreed to relinquish the fees.

| Joliet penitentiary after being sentenced to 
a life term for the murder of his wife, shot 
and killed himself in an Elgin picnic grove 
Friday afternoen. He formerly was a 
wealthy south side real estate man. 
¢ Failure to live down the disgrace of his 
brother’s act, with consequent addiction to 
drink and a loss of business, are given as.the 
reasons for the suicide. The first named réa- 
son is declared by a brother-in-law of Luet- 
gert to have been the direct cause of Luet-

Luetgert ended his life in an island in 
Lord’s lake, Elgin, which city was his birth- 
place. He first fired three shots in the air 
to attract the attention.of a group of per- 
sons standing a short distance away, and 
then turned the revolver on himself, firing 
a shot down his throat.

His business, once 
prosperous, begam to decrease, but the fam- 
ily, consisting of eight childrem, did not suf- 
fer fifiancially, the majority of the children 
being employed. 

The children are Henry, 25 years old; Donia, 
22; Arnold, 20; Adele, 17; Lottie, 15; Sophia, 
12; Lillian, 10; Grover, 8; and Maria, 5 years 


old. 
Crime of Adolph. 

The suicide’s brother, Adolph Luetgert, 
was a manufacturer of sausages when he was 
arrested for the killing of hie wife. He was 
charged with strangling his wife and then 
disintegrating the body by bofling it in a vat 
of chemicals on the night of May 1, 1897. 

Six Gays later a brother of the woman re- 
ported her disappearance to the police of the 
Sheffield avenue station.

But Woodlawn Residents Ask the 
City Council to Refuse It. 


FEAR ATHLETIC FIELD PLAN 


Say Gridiron Would Be Placed on What 
Is Now Greenwood Avenue. 


Residents of Woodlawn andthe University 
of Chicago have engaged in. a tug of war over 
possession of Greenwood avenue, between 
the Midway and Sixty-first street. The city 
council has been called in by the Woodlawn 
Improvement association, which repregeats 
the residents, to referee the fight, 

Some time ago the university asked thecity 


in order that it might be used in improve- 
ments. It was represented that the univer- 
sity’s lots on both sides of the avenue might 
be connected and it was intimated a pre- 
tentious library building would be con- 
structed thereon. 

But the residents thought differently. 
Through their attorney, Robertson Paimer, 
who is also secretary of the improvement or- 
ganization, the residents yesterday informed 
members of the council compensation com- 
mittee they feared the university expected 
touse this new property for an athletic fleld 
and use Marshal! fleld as a site for the pro- 
posed new buildings. 

It was intimated by the Woodlawn resi- 
dents that if they were given a guaranty that 
such would not be done they would make no 
objection to the change. They fear that the 
university is endeavoring to arrange the ath- 
lefic field in such a manner that the residents 
and not the students will be annoyed by the 
noise which is heard when football games are 
in progress.

CZAR’S AGENT IN. CHICAGO. 


Expects to Take Up Official Duties 
When Household Is Settled. 


Baron Schilling, the new Russian consul! to 
Chicago, is inclined to believe the problems 
of establishing a new residence are greater 
than those of diplomatic service and interna- 
tional politics. 

At least, that seemed to be his viewpoint 
yesterday when he and his wife undertook to 
establish their permanent residence in the 
Les#ing Annex apartments, Evanston avenue 
and Surf street, after a few days spent at the 
Virginia hotel, during which Baron Schilling 
familiarized himself with his new duties and, 
with the baroness, received calls from the 
members of the Chicago dipiomatic corps. 

Baron Schilling came direct from St. Pe- 
tersburg to take the post left vacant by the 
promotion of Baron A, A. Schlippenbach to 
the New York consulate. The difficulties of 
unpacking and arfanging left him little time 
for discussions of international politics, dip- 
lomatic policies, or anything else. They all 
fell to second importance compared with the 
difficulties of becoming “ establigshed,’’ so the 
baron declared. Im response to a knock at 
the door of his apartment Baron Schilling 
himself appeared. in negligee, sans coat, and 
with sleeves turned back, as if the summons 
had interrupted him in the midst of unpack- 
ing bales and boxes and arranging furniture. 


Too Busy to Be Interviewed. 
“ Yes, I am Baron Schilling, the new Rus- 
sian consul,’’ he responded in almost perfect 


reporter and a request for am interview. 
“ But the interview, it is at suchatime! I 
should be glad to talk to a representative of 
THe TRIBUNE, but I am so busy and occupied 
today—we are all torn up and everything isin 
disorder, you see. It is hard to get things 
settled, you know. The baroness? Yes, she 
is in Chicago, but really cannot see any one 
today; but I should be glad to see you in 
my offices at the consulate.”

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NEW FHTHISIS CURE FOUND 


‘French Academy of Medicine Is 


Told of the Serum. 


DOCTORS UNITE IN STUDY. 


Four Practitioners Report Investiga- 
tions During Long Period. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN® } 

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Prof. Lannelongue, a well 
known member of the Academy of Medicine, 
during three years of investigations of tu- 
berculosis has obtained results which he 
modestly describes as satisfactory, but 
which several colleagues in the Academy of 
Sciences to whom Lannelongue communicat- 
ed his observations this week declared that 
they marked a noteworthy step in the cam- 
paign against consumption. 

Lannelongue experimented with tubercu- 
lar animals, treating them with a special 
serum. The results obtained were so suc- 
cessful that he decided to experiment on 
man. 

“In making researches of this sort,” said 
the doctor, “it is impossible to be too care- 
ful, and the results obtained by one man 
are not enough. That is why I confided my 
ideas to four physicians, Dre. Comby, Lenoir, 
Legry, and Kuess, so that they might prac- 
tice it on their patients. ‘ 


Watches for Year and Half. 

‘ During. a year and a half they have ap- 
plied my method in tubercular cases in vary- 
ing conditions. The serum which I discov- 
ered with-Achard and Gaillard, my collabora- 
tors, was taken from a donkey or a horse. 
The experiments made on man have been 
made withthe serum of a donkey, and 
the results have been remarkabie. The con- 
clusions reached by the four physicians were 
favorable. Comby, after observations in 
eighteen cases, declares the serum seems to 
be really efficacious tn cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis in the first and second degrees. 

* All invalids in the category, ten in num- 
ber, have been bettered or cured; the elev- 
enth died suddenly after improvement. 

‘“‘Dr. Kuess also hed considerable success 
in using the serum, and so have Lenoir and

Success Ahead of Doyen. 

Lannelongue’s report has attracted much 
greater attention in the medical world than 
the fresh claims made by Dr, Doyen for his 
serum treatment for cancer. Ina paper read 
before the congress of surgery Doyen cited 
several cases which had been declared hope- 
less and which he claimed actually to have 
cured by his treatment and summed up as 
follows: . 

“ The results of anticancer vaccination now 
are certain. It isindisputable that this meth- 
od ie the only efficacious means of struggling 

nst the extension of malignant tumors. 

“ Vaccination against cancer ought to be 
employed not only in confirmed cases where 
often: it is too late but in the beginning. It 
is necessary to learn to diagnosis cancer 
early to treat it succesefully. When physi- 
cians have learned the use of vaccine it 
is provable this method can be employed as 
a preventive as well as a cure.

ROME, Oct. 17.—The mantle of traveler and 
explorer which the duke of the Abruzzi is 
casting off to become a benedict has been 
assumed by the count of Turin, who almost 
on the day his brother stands up at the altar 
with his American bride will sail for Somali- 
land on discoveries bent. : 

The count will go all the way across Africa, 
the program including a trip up the Congo 
river to its source. His suite will be as re- 
stricted as possible—even the doctor and the 
photographer will be dispensed with; both 
these functions his royal highness purposes 
to exercise himself. 

All his arrangements are made under the 
direct advice of his brother, whom he will 
imitate in every possible detail. It is said 
he will take in America. in his travels, and 
one wonders if when he arrives there two 
years hence-he will imitate also his brother’s 
latest experiment of an American alliance. 

The count of Turin now ie 88 years old and 
has t hitherto been considered as particu- 
larly\athletic or adventurous, but he is de- 
voted to the army, in which he ranks as gen- 
eral—indeed, his most conspicuous public 
act was connected with the honor of the 
army, and it is an act which the army has 
never forgotten. 


Fights Duel for Army. 

When Italy went to war with Abyssinia the 
count asked to be allowed to take his part 
in the defense of his country’s honor, but 
was refused, principally because the heads 
of the African forces did not wish to have 
the added reeponsibility of a member of the 
royal family. ; 

Amid the discouragement and shame caused 
by the disaster at Adowa Prince Henry @' Or- 
leans made some public stinging retnarks re- 
fiecting on the courage of Italian soldiers 
which aroused the count to fury, and he chal- 
lenged Prince Henri. It wae with great dif- 
ficulty that he obtained the consent of King 
Humbert, who considered that an insinua- 
tion so base and vulgar must come from a 
bage and vulgar person and that it would be 
éoing such a person too much honor to allow 
a royal prince to fight him—ignoring for the 
gake of hie alliance the fact that Prinee 
Henri was brother«in-law to the duke of 
Aosta, then second in succession to the throne 
and the count of Turin’s brother. 

It wae only when the duke of Orleans in- 
sinuations were taken up by Le Figaro that 
the king gave way and the famous due! took 
place, in which the prince was wounded in 
the arm. 


Once Wanted American Wife. 

With regard to the idea that the count of 
Turin may imitate his brother and choose an 
American bride, it is fresh im every one’s 
memory that at one time he would have liked 
to do so. When Wayne MacVeagh was am- 
basseador tn Rome there were for some séa- 
sons two charming sisters in society, the 
Misses McBurney, both of whom won ali 
hearts. One married Henry Remsen White- 
house, then attaché of the embassy here, and 
the other later another American. 

The elder was a tall, golden haired girl, 
with an air of innocence and at the same time 
of distinction, which drove the count to dis- 
traction, and it was then distinctly under- 
stood that the matter of the marriage rested 
entirely with her. , 3

Berlin Advised of Terrible 
Work Attributed to the 
Sultan’s Troops. 


WHOLE TOWN IS OVERRUN 


Viran-Shehr Smitten and Neither 
Sex, Age, Nor Condition 
Is Spared. 


BERLIN, Germany. Oct. 17.—There have 
veen frightful massacres in Armenia, ac- 
cording to the Constantinople correspondent 
of the Berliner Tageblatt. . 

This paper today publishes a dispatch from 
the Turkish capital; which sdys: 

" Armenians in Viran-Shehr have beén 
massacred by Turkish troops. The women 
and children have been subjected to fearful 
treatment. 

“ The troops were sent to Viran-Ghehr to 
overawe the mutinous townepeople, two- 
thirds of whom are Armenians, and they at 
onee began to murder and plunder. They 
are said to have completely overrun the city.” 

The village of Viran-@Ghehr is im the heart 


of Turkish Armenia, between Konia and’ 


Kaisarteh. It te described as bullt upen the 
ruins of an old town, possibly Chatoras. Its 
population is not stated. 


Former Massacres in Armenia. 


Armenia has been the scene of horrible 
massacres at various periods in the past. fn 


| August of 1894 a massacre wae perpetrated In 
the city of Sassun and the lust for murder 
spread throughout Asiatic Turkey, 


Again in 1895 the killing of Armenian yom- 


en and children was renewed and only ceased 


when representatives of Ergland, France, 


and Russia, backed up with their govern- 


ments, which sent warships, extracted from 


the sultan a promise of reform and repara- 
| tion, 


A commission was sent to the scene of the 
conflict to investigate conditions and the Ar- 


| menian patriarch was summoned to Constan- 
; tinople to state the demand of the Armenians, 
| which consisted in a share in making laws 


and their administration and in addition a 
proportionate representation tn the national! 
police, The sultan’s trade went forth and the 
commission labored, but the massacres con- 
tinued. 

Slaughter of Thirteen Years Ago. 

During the months of October and Novem- 
ber, 1895, Armenians were butchered at 
Trebizond, Erzeroum, and other cities. At 
Diarbekir a pitched battle was fought be- 
tween subjects of the sultan and Armenians 
in which 5,000 were slain. In the provinces of 
Erzeroum and Trebizond entire villages were 
destroyed, famine and plague prevalled, and 
the Turkish government was forced, after 
great reluctance, to permit the Red Cross so- 
clety, headed by Clara Barton, to carry on re- 
lief work. 

The reign of terror subsided in 1806, only 
to again break out in August of the same 
year, when a fearful carnage in the streets of 
Constantinople was perpetrated by a mob 
at the instigation of the government. In 
retaliation, it ie said, for en attack on the 
Ottoman bank, alleged to have been made by 
Armenian patriots, about 4,000 Armenians 
were beaten to death on the streets by hired 
ruffians. 

Since 1896 occasional minor massabres have 
ecourred. The fact that the attention of 
foreign governments has been effective else- 
where gives no real guaranty for the safety 
of the Armenian people.

Up Without Its Riders. 


MANY MISHAPS IN RACES.

Explosion of Two Bags First of Long 
Series of Accidents. 


YARMOUTH, Dngland, Oct. 17.—The Ger- 
man balloon Hergesell has been picked up in 
the North sea. There was, however, no 
sign of the occupants and the two aeronauts 
are believed to have perished. 

The Hergesell was found floating half de- 
flated, 100 miles northwest of Heligoland, by 
the Norwegian steamer:-Naddod and brought 
in here. | , 

The balloon races that were started at 
Berlin on Sunday and Monday of this week 
have been characterized by a series of ac- 
cidents and mishaps, but the Hergesel! is the 
only airship to end its flight with death toits 


pilots. 
Fifty Balloons in Races. 

A total of fifty balloons started in the 
two races, the first for the international cup 
and the second an endurance contest. Two 
of them, the American Conqueror and the 
Spanish Montanes, burst in the air, the first 
at a height of 4,000 and the second at a 
height of 6,000 feet, and their occupants had 
miraculous escapes from death. each 
case the wreck of the envelope formed a kind 
of parachute which saved the pilots. 

Shortly after these two mishaps had been 
recorded the other airships began to be re- 
ported from the North sea, and, as it was 
seen that they undoubtedly would be driven 
out over this body of water, the German 
admiralty sent qut a fleet of torpedo boata 
to effect rescues, while the British govern- 
ment sefit out two cruisers. 

Five Teams Are Rescued. 

Several of the balloons made successful 
landing on shore close to the beach, but five 
of them, the American 8t. Louis, the Swiss 
Helvetia. the Spanish Castilla, the German 
Busley, and the German Plauen, came down 
in the water in the vicinity of Heligoland, and 
their occupants ali had narrow escapes before 
they were picked up.

Ask Law to Prevent Concentration of 
Cattle Slaughter. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS. } 

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Ex-Premier Meline has 
organized an agricultural party In the senate 
to resist the Chicago beef packers’ invasion 
of the French market. The Chicagoans be- 
gan three years ago by seeking to aequire 
near Dieppe a large space of ground for the 
econetruction of abattoirs and annexes for 
preserving meat. : 

The Dieppe municipality refused ‘to sei), 
but the packers since have bought land from 
the commune Granville, near Havre, and 
erected an abattoir at a cost of §2.000,000. 
Proposals for the purchase of land also have 
been addressed to Marseilles, Bordeaux, and 
other ports where cattle are ianded, and also 
near the international market at Vilette. 


Sees Menace to Consumers. 

M. Meline’e party has memorialized the 
government to stop this. It says that France 
possesses 50,000,000 head of cattle /worth 
$800,000,000,.and that industry in their pro- 
duce and their products, such as milk, cheese, 
and butter, maintains about half thé popula- 
tion of France. M. Me?ine goes on to say: 

“The plan of the Chicago packers is to 
commence by buying only French cattle, 
which, owing to their immense capital, they 
can buy at high prices. When that opera- 
tion has succeeded’ and they have become the 
only possible buyers, they will lower the pur- 
chase price and strangle our agriculturists. 
If the latter resist the Chicagoans will im- 
port American cattle to keep down the prices 
while they wfi continue to sel) ‘dear’ to 
the butchers and consumers.”’ 


Asks Law Limiting Abattoirs. 

Under French treaties cattle may be im- ’ 
ported, if healthy, but may be slaughtered 
only in specially constructéd abattoirs. M. 
Meline proposes that a law be enacted for- 
bidding communes to construct abattoirs be- 
yond the needs of the local population, there- 
by preventing the American meat men from 
repeating their Granville operations. Such 
a law would prevent the concentration by 
speculators’ of all catth slaughtered in the 
country. A majority of the senators prob- 
ably will favor the propogwal. 


THEATER COSTLY TO KAISER. 


German Emperor Gives $200,000 An- 
nually as Subsidy, Besides Extras 
for Each Private Performance. 


[sY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLLN, Oct. 17.~-Interesting statistics are 


published regarding the extent to whith the 


German emperor personally subsidizes the 
Royal Opera house and the Royal theater in 
Berlin. Of the total of $625,000 expended on 
them by the Prussian budget, $112.000 is con- 
tributed from the kaiser’s private exchequer. 
In <ddition he bears the annual deficit of 
some $75,000 or $100,000, so that the Imperia! 
patronage of dramatic and operatic arts 
represents a tidy cost of over $200,000 an- 
nually. 

Even this, however, does not exhaust the 
list of his theatrical expenses, for every time 
he orders « performance, the seats for which 
are distr uted to his personal guests and 
friends, he must buy out the entire seating 
capacity of the theater, averaging @ tota) of 
$1.20. 

The salaries of the kaiser’s operatic and 
dramatic stars are small as compared with 
those prices paid in the United States. None 
gets more than $10,000 a year. The general 
manager of the whole royal theatrical de- 
partment earns only 34,500 a year in addition ) 
to the free use of an official residence.

PARIS TO TAX TOURISTS 
TO MAKE UP A DEFICIT. 


Hotel Proprietors Up in Arms and 
Tradespeople Also Rebel Against a 
Menace to Their Business. 


[BY CABL#Z TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Oct. 17.—Prefect Deselves’ proposal 
to meet the deficit of the Paris municipal 
budget by levying a tax on foreigners visit- 
ing the city has aroused such a storm of op- 
position that some good judges believe that 
nothing will come of it. On the other hand, 
M. Deselves, who, with the municipal counce!!, 
is responsible for the city’s budget, may not 
be able to hit upon any other less objection-~ 
able device ard may be able to disregard the 
opposition, 

Paris revenues have fallen off considerably 

since the octroi tax on wine, beer, and cicer 
was abolished in 1901. 
@eficit%gf $1,200,000 in the municipal budget 
amounting in seven years to $8,400,000. Dogs 
and other luxuries are already taxed.’ The 
proposal to put an impost on pianos failed to 
pass parliament and the hotel keepers threat~ 
ened ta wind up their businesses if the cost of 
théir Hcenses was increased. 
. Opportunities for filling up the deficit by 
involuntary contributions of Parisians being 
unavailable, M. Degelives and his advisers hit 
upon: the idea of obtaining the requisite funds 
from foreigners. 

As some millions of these helpless creatures 
visit Paris annually, only a small individual 
When the visitor 
is paying his hotel bill such a trifle as 2 per 
cent additional: would: hardly be noticed. 
Thus, according to the project drawn up and 
put before the municipal council, the hotel 
keepers will be responsible for collecting the 
proposed new tax. A special book is to be 
supplied them by the -prefecture,:in which 
they will have to mark the price of the room 
occupied by every foreign guest, the length 
of his or her stay, and the amount of thebi!l, 
to which the hotel keeper will have to add 
2 frances for every 100 francs charged. 

The only exceptions are to be in the case 
of persons who pay less than 2 francs a day 
for the room or who reside permanertly in 
Paris or maintain a constant domicile there. 

Pérsones living in furnished apartments will 
have to pay as well as those living at hotels, 
but persons veoccupying a flat furnished by 
ihemeelves will be exempt. 
sidered permanent residents. 

The preamble to the scheme states that 
there are precedents for it. Many summer 
and winter resorts have adopted such a tax 
on visiocrs to help the local budget and con- 
tribute to the improvements of the place. Ags 
Paris goes to ninch expense to keep its pub- 
lie parks. avenues, and museums in order, 
and from these foreign visitors derive much 
pleasure, it is’ only just, it is argued, that 
they should contribute to the public funds.

Their Turbulent Rehavior in 
London Results in Loss 
of Support. 


“PUT BACK A CENTURY.” 


Unemployed Gain ' Sympathy, 
While Equal Suffragists 
Lose It. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—The suffragettes and 
the unemployed obtained a large share of 
public attention during the week, but with 
this difference in resulte—that while the 
latter’s claims gained sympathy the former 
alienated a good deal of the support they 
previously possessed. 

One well known advocate of woman's suf- 
frage declared that the cause had been put 
back a generation by the antics of Mrs. 
Pankhurst and’ company. 

- When the three leaders who were charged 
with organizing Tuesday's demonstration 
come te stand their trial, it is likely they 
will receive exemplary punishment, for Her- 
bert Gladstone, the home secretary, indi- 
eated that militant suffragettes will not, if 
sentenced again, be treated as first class 
misdemeangants. 

The secretary of the recently formed 
Women's National Anti-Suffrage league, of 
which the countess of Jersey is the active 
president and Mrs. Humphry Ward a hard 
working supperter, states that as a con- 
sequence of this week’s events thousands of 
letters have been received at the headquar- 
ters of the organization indicating sheer dis- 
gust with the methods and manners of the 
suffragettes. 

Suffragettes Kill Their Cause. 

*“‘No self-respecting community can ac- 
cede to the demands of people who seek to 
gain their ends by such dangerous meth- 
ods,”’ Is the phrasé echoed on every hand, 
and the public generally appears to have 
been aroused to the serious aspects of a 
campaign which has hitherto been regarded 
with a tinge of amusement. 

Mre. Travers Symons’ incursion upon the 
floor of the house of commons had the charm 
of novelty, but whatever conceivable advan- 
tage it might have had for the suffragist 
cause has been offset by the ridiculous 
claims made by sister suffragettes that 
Mrs. Symons acted in accordance with 
prearranged plans, This despite her own ad- 
missions that she acted on the spur of the 
moment. 

The attempt to rush the commons was an 
ignominious failure so far as the suffragettes 
were concerned, but it entaNed serious dis- 
order, disorganized traffic, and hindered 
business, besides necessitating double duty 
on the part of a large section of a police 
force already sufficiently hard worked, and 
there is a general demand that similar ma- 
neuvers in the future be put down with a 
stern hand.

Today the worker who is fitting for the 
field of electricity l# facing an opportunity 
so big as to be bewildering. By instinct and 
choice he feels that he is fitted for electrical 
work. But in what field of electricity? 
Where, in the next few years. are to be the 
greatest developments offering him opportu- 
nity? 

Some one a few years ago canvassed the 
field in Chicago, asking of practical electrical] 
men where this greatest development might 
be expected. Taking the replies of these 
practical men and tabulating them as by vote 
the returns above ten votes each indicate 
choice of opportunities in the 
order:

“Power” Branch Offers Most. 


But in the course of my own questioning 
as to opportunity, I found a long headed, suc. 
cessful manufacturer in the electrical fieid 
who says that of all openings that appeal 
to him today that of power transmission 
offers most to the young man. 

“No young man should enter electrical 
work expecting more than a living,” he says, 
“unless that- young man is prepared to 
specialize in his work. It is nof sufticient fer 
marked success that he drop into place some- 
where, prepared to follow the routine of es- 
tablished precedent. The whole field is so 
great and so new and unexplored in its vast- 
ness that the man who is to make a mark 
must specialize.” 

As suggesting this possibility this practical 
man told me of a young fellow who had 
worked for him for several years and who 
decided to leave him for another place. He 
was given a letter of recommendation to a 
large concern manufacturing motors. This 
young man had been looking into the question 
of efficiency of motors in proportion to their 
weight and he was not satisfied that these 
proportions were in harmony. 


Newness Gives It Pitfalls. 


In the larger house he was given oppor- 
tunity to see what he could do. His em- 
ployers were more than willing that he 
should do something ff he could. The re- 
sult was that the young man was put to 
work redesigning electrical machinery, and 
at the end of his first year he hud saved the 
concern more than half a million dollars. 
Out of routine work as an electrician he had 
stumbled upon the economy, possible in ma- 
‘tera. reductions in weight of motors, and 


while reducing their weight he had elimli- 
nated heating in marked manner. 

At the same time, this newness of electric- 
ity hag ite pitfalls for the young map, who 
is not up on standard manufactures and on 
the history of developments. One weil 
known electrical engineer in Chicago has 
said that one of the saddest things in his ex- 
périence is to have a young man come in 
bringing with him the design of a new motor 
which he has built himself. He explains 
what his motor will do under certain condi- 
tions. The motor will do all that he claims 
for it, too, but already some more expert- 
enced, technical man has produced some- 
thing, so far its superior, as to make the 
young man’s work absolutely worthless.

Studying PER lists one may see at a glance 
how the importance of a man’s technical ac- 
complishment may be out of proportion to 
the income from his work. Without the in- 
ventor, designer and drafteman in the first 
list no salaries would be possible to any-~- 
body.

than the untonist lineman who is stretching 
wires to carry current.

Here he was “ raised" $10 a month within a 
few weeks. 

Crum, at the time, was boarding on Chi- 
cago avenue. Crumm had made it a point 
always to eat well and with ea salary of $50a 
month he was paying $8 a week for board, 
economizing upon the lumuries. At this 
boarding place was a businesslike man, who, 
#o talking to Crumm one day, told Crumm 
he had been attracted to him because of his 
promptness at meals and his getting out to 
work in the morning. 

“I'm forming a company for pushing a 
great invention,” explained this man who 
had been attracted to the methodical ways 
of Crumm. “I'd like to have youinit. Can't 
you raige about §2,0007 ” 

Crumm raised ft-and today he has three 
or four of the implements to show for his 
investment of §2,000 capital and fifteen 
months’ time. But how Crumn did cut eye- 
teeth In those fifteen months! 

Crumm had been a sales agerit in that time, 
and he had made some acquaintances, how- 
ever. One of these acquaintances was at the 
head of a big electrical supply house. Out 
of his firm belief, that @ man already in « 


job could get another place far eaaier than 


the man out of a job, Crumm threw an 
anchor to windward and contracted with the 
electrical house for a position as salesman 
at §200 a month for siz months. 


Began Apri) Fool’s Day. 


This contract was dated April 1, and looking 
back Crumm says it was a bully day to have 
started out on. For while the house bad 
given him a discount of 25 per cent off list 
prices, the house itself had been selling its 
goods*40 per cent below the list! 

The result was that at the end of six months 


Crumm had not made one sale of one motor! 
He was called into the offices and asked to 
explain. The cause of his failure, as Crumm 
gaw it, was disputed by his. employers. 
Crumm's German ancestry rose at this. 

“ Give me $50 a month for expenses only for 
the next six months and I'l) sell something,” 
said Crumm. 

“We wont’ give you a dollar a month on 
this showing,” said the heads of the house 
with finality. 

This was in October, early. Within “wo 
weeks Crumm sold a motor that netted im 
just $104. In the month of January his com- 
missions on sales were $700 and on June 1 foi- 
lowing his profits had cleared him of the 
debts with which his investment with a [e¢!- 
low boarder had saddied him. By this time 
he had some knowledge of the electrical busi- 
ness and he conceived a venture of his own. 

Four men were in it with a cash capital of 
$668 among them. But with this they rented 
a suite of rooms, installed a telephone, hired 
a typewriter, and put a rug om one of the 
floors. They were to handle electrical sup- 
plies for a manufactory, which not oniy 
repudiated ite contract when 4 trade Was cs- 
tablished, but which claimed $7,200 still due 
them on back sales. This invoived a laweuit 
which Crimm won. 

Contracts were made with two other ment 
facturing firms, which went back on con- 
tracts after the firms thought they could ban- 
die the business themselves, and in the law- 
suit that followed Crumm’s firm lost the case 
after spending $15,000 against the $35,000 
which the suit had cost the defendanta. 
Which was some comfort, though costly.

Education Should Be Specific. 

Mr. Bode’s academic education was con- 
cluded with his early boyhood,.and that may, 
possibly have some bearing on his present 
attitude in regard to the education of young 
men. He has stromg views on the value of a 
university course, and he is not afraid to ex- 
press them In fact, he ie disposed to be- 
Neve that the whole trend of modern scho- 
lastic methods is at fault. 

“ Education shoul be specific,” he says. 
“Ai present the general idea seems to be to 
give the pupil a smattering im half a dozen 
different subjects and no real training in 
anything., Of course in the earlier years of 
a boy or girl it is rarely possible to decide 
in What direction his or her naturaPbent will 
lie, nor is it desirable that a decision should 
be made. But when the child arrives at the 
age of 15 or 16 years it Is invartably an easy 
matter to ascertain where his tastes will lead 
him. 

“As far ae university education is con- 
cerned, I believe that where a boy isdestined 
for a commercial career he rarely benefits 
from such a course and frequently finds it a 
serious hendicap. He starts his business 
education at an age and with preconceived 
ideas Which render it almost tmposstbie for 
him to begin at the end of the ladder and 
learn the rudiments which are so essential to 
a thorough business experience and without 
which men rarely achieve success.

“At the present time I know a successful 
business man whose son has just graduated 
from Yale. The boy came back to go into his 
father’s business, but he wag too old to take 
the subordinate position for which he was 
fitted, and too ignorant of everything in the 
nature of businese to be intrusted with a post 
of any importance. The upshot of the whole 
matter is that he does nothing at alband holds 
@ nominal situation in which he draws a 
galary for keeping out of the way. 

‘*T have no desire to criticise the universi- 
ties, nor am I corrpetenf to.do so. All l 
know is what my own observation has taught 
me in my business experience, and that is, 
that the boy who is to follow a business 
career cannot afford to waste sgotme of the 
best years of his life in acquiring knowledge 


which will be of no service to him and, worse 
than that, of forming habits and modes of 
thought which will unfit him for the real 
work of his ‘Hfe. I have known innumer- 
able cases where fathers have built up busi- 
nesses ané handed them over to college bred 
sone, who went straight to ruin through thelr 
wmnorance. of the fret principles of com- 
merce.” 

Mr. Bode was born in Germany in 1856 and 
received his eatly education at the Royal 
schoolot Hanover. He was brought to Amer- 
ica and to Chicago in 1870 by his mother, 
who wished ‘to remove him from the danger 
of military conscription. The war clouds 
were then gathering fast In his native country 
and it was possible that even his youth would 
not ‘serve him if France should prove as for- 
midable ae Me was expected she would

Began ‘Cateer as Errand Boy. 

A year after the boy arrived in Chicago he 
entered the firm of D: B. Fisk & Co. as errand 
boy, but he was not destined to occupy that 
humble position long. Before three years 
had elapsed he was appointed city buyer. 
Since then his rise ,was rapid and sure, and 
after serving with various firms as buyer 
and manager he finally launched out for 
himself. In 1892, with a few associates, he 
purchased the business of Gage Bros. and 
since then has ‘remained its executive head. 

There are no extracrdinary reasons to be 
given for Mr. Bode’s success in life. He is 
neither a Rockefeller nor a Napoleon, but @ 
business man with a good, clear brain and 
an infinite capacity for work. Beyond his 
natural talent for business and his wiliing- 
ness at all times @ put his shoulder to the 
wheel there are two things which have con- 
tributed materially to the evolution of the 
errand boy into a great merchant. The first 
is an abundant tact and the second is an un- 
failing good humor. The two have made 
him innumerable friends, and those whe 
came in contact with him realized that they 
were dealing with a-man who never ruffled 
them and who at the same time had a clear 
and concise knowledge of his business. Such 
men are rare, and it is rarer still that they 
fail to receive their reward. 

Mr. Bode has recently been elected to the 
presidency of the South Shore Country club, 
and he is also a member of the Union League 
club, the Chicago Athletic, and the In- 
dustrial clubs. He is a widower and has only 
one child, an unmarried daughter.

In every city is a network of telegraph cir- 
eufte,. One of these ts the time wire. Fore 
moderate annual compensation the telegraph 
company will run a loop from the time wire 
elrovit into any building. A _ telegraphic 
sounder is attached to this loop, and thus 
the beats of a standard clock placed in the 
central office of the telegraphic company can 
be repeated by the sounder for eomparison 
with the jeweler’s reguiator. 

By a simple system of omitting one beat 
before the beginning of each minute and a 
different number of beate before the begin- 
ning of the hour it becomes possible to ad- 
just the minute and hour hands of the jew- 
eler’s regulator as well as the second hand 
into accord with the compeny’s standard. 
The company depends upon the astronomical 
observatory end the “natural” time of the 
etars. 

The second good use of astronomy has to 
do with navigation, the sure and certain guid- 
fig of a ship across the tracklessa, unmarked 
ocean by the use of the nautical almanecs 
prepared by skilled astronomers and their 
essistants. 

The third practical use of astronomy has 
to do with the preparation of charts ana 
maps, whose latitudes and longitudes are all 
the result of astronomicad calculations. The 
true use of astronomy, however, supersedes 
all these practical phases in research. An 
fifustrious example of this is in the Theorla 
Motus of Gauss, which is described as an 
immaculate, unapproachable work of art 
sich as might be a marble of Phidias.

pump or tap containg between 86 to 85 per 
cent of water. . 

Certain se-calied solid foods have even 
more water than the same bulk of milk. The 
turnip and the cabbage have each about 90 
per cent of water. Cucumbers, vegetable mar- 
rows, and pumpkins are only 5 per cent re- 
moved from water itself, chemically speak- 
ing. Nineteen-twentiethe of this substance 
is water, suspended as [t were in a frail net- 
work of solid matter. So that a cucumber 
which fs solid enough to deal a fairly ef- 
fective blew, contains really from 7 to 9 per 
eent more water than the glase of milk on the 
table. The dense, hard fleshed apple has 82 
per cent of water, the strawberry 80 per cent, 
and the luscious grape but 80 per cent. 

Foods that have but a small percentage of 
water must be cooked in order to become edi- 
bie. Bread is a case im point. The dry 
wheaten flour has only 12 per cent water in 
its composition, but when it has been made 
into bread by the addition of water the per- 
centage of water increases to from 45 to 50, 
and the flour is changed from the state of 
inedibility to palatabieness. A large amount 
of water is needed to make any food palata- 
ble, edible. All dry food is called indi- 
gestible. Chemical change under an abso- 
lutely dry condition is impossible.

This work made me proficient in 
reading difficult chirography, as most of the 
professors had their own ideas about pen- 
marship. I was there for two years and 
made another change, bettering myself as 
to hours and money.

* PPRARANCES may be deceptive 
sometimes, but they count for a great 

deal when you start out to look for a 

job. This is true, especially in the 

case of the young man who comes 

from a small town to find a place for himself 
in the business world in Chicago. He may 
have brains and energy, he may be able and 
anxious to work, hé may be only too will- 
ing to start at the bottom, yet he will not 
be considered seriously by any one who has 
@ position to fill, undesas his appearanceis sat- 
isfactory. Nor is by appearance meant 
proper dress and gentlemanly manners only 
—although that counts for a great deal It 
means this and something beéides. The ap- 
plicant must not only look well, but he musf 
have the proper air about him. He must 
possess the vim and vigor of the large city. 
In short, he must pésseas the Chicago spirit. 

Until he possesses these qualities, the 
country aspirant for a position in Chicago 
will nearly always find all doors closed to 
him. He may be within the shadow of nu- 
merous openings for positions and yet be as 
far removed from them as if he had lived 
om another continent. Managers are busy 
men. They are men, whose nerves are high 
strung from the strain of responsibilities, 
and, unless the applicant, by his appearance, 
manner, and mode of approach, seems to hit 
the nail on the head, he will be met with fhe 
anewer, “Sorry, but we have no opening 
today.” If the applicant persists in ask- 
ing many more. questions, he may be told 
to come around again in a month, while the 
next man who comes around an hour later 
may get the position.

- Sometimes It Pays the Salesman to Be Inattentive to Customers. 
By Will Thurman. 


[ID it ever occur to you as a retail busi- 
ness man that inattention to your cus- 
tomers—so much ratled at by the aver- 
age business man—maybe the one 
negative need of your establishment? 

Tt is worth thinking over a little. Not 
that it will lighten your responsibilities. 
Rather, this endeavor to be sufficiently in- 
attentive to meet such a demand may im- 
pose upon your attentiveness fourfold. For 


to be just sufficientiy inattentive to cus- 


tomers without overdoing it calis for all the 
tact and judgment which may be at your 
command. Attentive inattentiveness is four 
times as hard as simple attentiveness. 
There are businesses where a salesman’s 
attentiveness to customers would ruin a 
retail house in six months. How could you 
hope to run a bookshop, for instance, if, at 
the appearance of every customer in the 
doorway, your policy were to have an eager 
salesman intercept the caller defore he had 
reached a shelf or counter, with the sales- 
man primed to cling to the potential cus- 
tomer like a leech? 
Twenty-five years ago Frank Morris decid- 
ed upon inattentiveness to customers as the 
principle of his business. As a clerk in an 


, Indianapolis bookstore he discovered this 


value of inattentiveness. Not that former 


president Benjamin Harrison in search of 


‘an occasional law book in the house didn’t 
jar the young man’s idea occasionally. 

“Tt required the attentiveness of two or 
three salesmen when Gen. Harrison used to 
come in,” said Mr. Morris, reminiscently. 
He was a cold blooded sort of man, distant 
in his manner, but entering the shop he 
would throw out his chest and look around 
him, expectant of some one to take notice 
on the instant. We did it—two or three of 
us, sometimes. But after I had canvassed 
the types of book buyers I decided to look 
upon the general as a distinct variation of 
the type and evolved the system of inat- 
tentiveness as the foundation of Bookshop 
success.”’ 

Selling books in old and rare editions is a 
different proposition to hafidling the latest 
novel, the current magazines, and this morn- 


who had recently secured a good position 
after a six weeks’ stay in Chicago. “ There 
is absolutely no use trying to get a position 
in Chicago before you have been here at 
least three weeks and have learned enough 
gbout the city to follow intelligently any 
reference to at least the principal streets and 
business establishments. Aside from know- 
ing the streets and something about the city, 
at least three weeks are necessary to make 
one feel more or less at home amidst the din 
and noise of elevateds, cars, teams, and the 
voices of street peddlers and newsboys. 

“If the young man coming from a small 
town starts out to look for a job the morning 
after his arrival, stopping every policeman 
to find out where he is anil where he is to 
go, he is sure to become tired out and dis- 
couraged before long. He will be tired out 
physically and mentally from the worry of 
not finding work and from the strain of keep- 
ing the streets of the city and the various 
places he is to look up in his mind.

Get Your Bearings, Then Seek Work 

“If on the other hand, he begine his career 
in Chicago by spending three or four weeks 
in learning all about the city, in observing 
city life, in imbibing, as it were, the city 
air, and then goes out to look for a job, he 
will save himself much worry and trouble. 
He will know more what he wants and where 
he is to book for *. Without his knowing 
it, his appearance will have changed. He 
will be more brief and concise in his ques- 
tions. He will be more business lilke and to 
the point and thus will win out quicker in 
the end. 

“If I had known of this maxim when I 
came to Chicago and had taken it easy for 
the first three weeks of my stay here I 
would have saved myself a goed deal of

Perfect Freedom Wanted. 

Freedom to come in and look, afterward 
privileged to walk out without buying or 
being importuned to buy, brings the book 
buyer to the shop. To make the customer 
feel at home in such a visit is as much 
the business duty of the bookman ag it is 
the social*duty of the host to leave his friend 
at ease in the host's own library. The book- 
shop customer must be invited to come into 
the shop with as much sincerity as the friend 
is invited into the private library. And to 
make this invitation sincere on the part of 
the bookman he must put conventional sales- 
manship inte the background. 

To become effectively attentive in his in- 
attentiveness puts the capable book sales- 
man on a high plane of salesmanship. He 
must be a judge of human nature as well 
as a judge of books. If he can forestall any 
question which a buyer needs for his en- 
lHghtenment, saying just. enough to the point 
and gracefully, both customer and employer 
are pleased. But if the salesman is not sure 
enough of his knowledge of men and books 
to volunteer, he would better stand @t in- 
attention at a far end of the store. 

“TI recall a mistake made in a man a few 
years ago,” said Mr. Morris: “He was a 
rough looking chap, badly dressed, and hav- 
ing a querulous manner. He came in one 
day, a stranger, and began looking at some 
books. He called to a salesman a little later, 
asking the price of a volume in his hand.

Averages a Thief a Week. 

“A few days later the man came in again, 
looking over volumes, and while he didn’t 
look as if he had a whole dollar in his pocket, 
he was given the usual attentive inattentive- 
ness.

it must be understood that there is a dif- 
ference between attentive Inattentiveness 


and inattentive inattention. Attentively in-, 


attentive, the bookman saves himself a good 
many dollars in the course of a year, which 
otherwise would be charged up to stolen 
stock. Year after year Mr. Morris discovers 
an average of one book thief a week. 

In his experience the thief who once stole 
books in order to sell them has gone into 
some other better paying line. The thief to- 
Gay steals a book because he wants the 
book and is unable to pay for it. Often the 
crooked purpose of the stranger may be 
guessed from his actions and appearances. 
When he has thrust a book into a pocket 
or into the breast of his coat under the 
arm, he is followed out of the shop. Before 
he has gone more than a block or two ‘he al- 
most invariably takes out the volume for a 
glance at his treasure. Which is the mo- 
ment that he is overhauled and brought back. 
If he is able to pay for it, he is asked to do 
s0 and told not to come back; if he isn’t able 
to pay, he is investigated, as to name and 
address given, and ordinarily let off as easily 
as possible. 

But this attentiveness te customers, 
against which the bookman argues, may be 
worth consideration from many other deal- 
ers in other lines. For a man te understand

Too Much Attention. 

In many grocery stores and markets the 
keenness to sell on the part of clerks may 
serve to lose customers from the house. Es- 
pecially is this true of the established cus- 
tomer who gves in to market. This buyer 
may have had occasional little favors as te 
credit for a week or so. He is known by 
name to every one in the shop and is spoken 
to emilingly as he ‘comes in. 

With these clerks anxious to sell and mek- 
ing suggestions as to the purchases for next 
day's provisions, it is an unusually hard 
headed person who doesn't discover that his 
bills are larger than he had thought of mak- 
ing them. But to the extent that he has 
been sold stuff in times past, salesmen are 
spurred to offer him more tempting special- 
ties. 

The result of it all may be that the old 
customer, tired of being importuned to buy— 
tired of the conventional attentiveness of 
salesmmen—decides to find another grocer, and 
determines that never again will be allow 
himself to become a victim of attentive- 
ness. 

Invariably that customer, driven away by 
this ill timed attentiveness, is one of the 
best customers of the house. If his credit 
were not of the best he would not be im- 
portuned with “ We have some mighty fine 
caulifiower today, Mr. \Blank, or “I'd Hike 
to show you some extra nice mushrooms 
we've just got in.” It is in protest against 
this today that #0 many customers of the 
grocery and market send in ordera over the 
telephone. 

This use of the telephone fe an annoyance

“I frequently meet with applicants who 
are splendidly equipped. I get am applica- 
tion from a university man, for instance, who 
is the right man for the job but for the fact 
that he is nota Chicagomanm. In two months 
and possibly less he would fit in splendidly. 
In the meantime, however, heia still raw ma- 
terial. Occasionally I take in such a man 
and put up with some of his deficiencies. I 
let him make good at our expense. But I 
cannot do it always. Tt requires too much 
patience. The great majority of these ap- 
plicants we simply let go. We let them rub 
up against the world at their own expense 
rather than at ours. In the end, too, thie is 
the best for them. The experience for which 
you pay most isthe experience which will 
stay) with you longest and which will do you 
most good.”

Someof 
the sashes and girdles are looped with gold 
and silver buckles; these are occasionally of 
solid gold, or set with precious stones, as 
is seen on a gown of colered boft satin. The 
corsage is draped around the upper pgrt with 
a sash; this is drawn through a handsome 
jeweled huckle, and the ends of the sash are 
finished with gold balls. 

Most of the evening gowns have long 
sleeves; these are for the most part decidedly 
snug and carried to the wrist. Though afew 
elbow lengths are shown, these are decidedly 
in the minority. The sleeves are usually of 
some transparent material, such as net, lace, 
‘metallic nets. and chiffons. ‘They are 
either finely plaited or shirred, and occasion- 
ally edged with narrow chiffon ruffle. The 
pialted tulle and ehiffon sleeves are often 
finished with a short jokey or epaulet, which 
is a modified form of the Japanese siceves. 
These epaulets are usually made of satin the 
same color as the gown, though they are seen 
in gold and silver net. The shirred sleeve is 
often trimmed with an oversieeve, quite 
Greek in shape; it is sometimes laced, or, 
again, it is buttened with gold cord and ¢ro- 
chette buttons, and caught at the shoulders 
with rhinestone clasps.

‘Made to Lower "Train. 

These gowns were first ripped and sent to 
the cleaner’s and all trimmings were sorted 
from the originals when they came back. 
The first thing that was attended to was to 
put the Iifings and bodices and skirts to- 


which has been on this dress, was transferred 
to the dark blue cloth, where it was used 
to set in between braid to alter the shape 
of the jacket and to let down the sleeves 
into long ones. The plaited skirt was cut 
over into a habit skirt and buttoned In front. 
The net waist was ripped entirely apart and 
coarse net was used to replace the old fine 
net, after whieh it was simply put together 
again as it had been. 

“There never has been a time when the 
fashions were 80 good for making things 
over,” sald the wardrobe repairer, “ chiefly 
because you can slip up the skirts into em- 
pire ones and can cut the sleeves down in 
width and piece them longer by the fash- 
lonable tucked nets and chiffons.”’ 

This plan of slipping up the skirts was fol- 
lowed with the pink and green gowns. It 
was where the point d’esprit came in. This 
was flounced and edged in lace and set half 
way up the taffeta foundation skirt. The 
circular skirt was slipped up into a high 
waist line and made into a tunic, with long 
points im the back opened and hemmed. 


Enough was taken off from the skirt to make 


the new short waisted and low necked bodice 
—also the folds that made the pretenses of a 
sleeve. The green velvet made the directoire 
sash that finished this gown by. passing 
around the line of the high belt, crossing at 
the back, and tying low in front. The gold 
lace was used to finish the bodice and an 
extra yoke and shirred pair of sleeves was 
made of the point d’esprt to wear with it 
in case the owner wanted it in the daytime, 
= * 


First Sead to Cleaners. 


The white applique lace fonmerly on this 
gown cleaned beautifully and made the yoke 
and sleeves for the black net. This was 
made into a one plece gown also, but the 
skirt was lowered so as to let. the train down 
a little instead of raising it. The large puffed 
sleeves to the original waist made the new 
low necked bodice again. The backs to-the 
old waist, turned horizontally, made the 
deep belt, which held the dress together into 
a one piece gown. It was set into the rest 
of the applique so as to be unobservable, and 
it was deep enough to let the skirt down 
appreciably. This narrowed the skirt in the 
back and a narrow box plaiting of black net 
was set in with a narrow sash of the black 
velvet covering it. A Mttle black velvet was 
worked into the bodice next. to the white 
lace and among the jets. 

This black gown was made close at the 
waist, but the pink crépe was made entirely 
empire. This was also done by raising the 
skirt. It was finished eas a. tunic and the 
black velvet was used as a circular flounce 
to form the bottom of the frock over the pink 
foundation. It was attached, by the way, 
with a bit of pink siik, also cut circular, and 
taken from another old pink drop skirt. 
Black velvet touches were put in among the 
trimmings in this bodice as it was made over. 

The fluffy ruffle sleeves and bertha of lace 
which had been in this bodice originally was 
used to make yoke and sleeves to the dark

With the pesasible egteption of the German emperor, 
King Béward is the possessor of more suits ef clothes 
and a greater variety of uniforms than any other living 
man.

The King has but. few opportunities in & 
life, nearly every moment of which hase to be passed ih 
public, to enjoy those friendly intinsacies which aré the 
pleasures of private individwale. He cherishes: keenly 
thie half hour or bour in the morning and never misses 
it even on his busiest day. Sometimes he invites an 
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Outsider to accompany him, but this is a rare eceurrence

There is not a. doubt that in some countries there is 
a sharp falling off in the average height of the itnhab- 
itants, even within the memory of living persons, and 
particularily of official records: In the English army, 
for example, the standard height for recruits was 6 
feet 6 inches in 1845. In 1872 the standard was low- 
ered to 5 feet 5 inches, In 1883 to 6 feet 3 inches, in

Story Told in Cemeteries. 

In Paris the story of the decline in stature comes 
through the cemeteries. The cemetery of St. Mercel 
was used in the fifth and sixth centuries, that of St. 
Germain de Prés about the eleventh M. lL. Manou- 
vrier’s measurements of bones from these two ceme- 
teries show that the people of those times were between 
two and three inches taller than the Parisians of 
today. And this is in accordance with the testimony 
of‘all ancient authors in describing the people of early 
France. ia 

M. Manouvrier examined relic skeletons of near men, 
missing links, and people of the stone and flint age. 
The missing link that Dubois found in Java was about 
the height of a modern European. The skeleton found 
- in a limestone cave of Neanderthal was a little below 
this. éy measured the height of the man of Spy, 

d they measured the man foung in the clay of Lahr, 
and the troglodyte of Chamelade and the crushed man 
of Laugerie. Some of these were a foot or two taller. 

When they came to the stone age they had more to 
work upon. They examined 429 men and 189 women. 
The average height of the men was about that of the 
modern Buropean, and the average. height of the 
women was a bit less, just as it is at present. But 
some of them were considerably taller.

Even in modern days there have been found by the 
explorers rude races so tall as to be called pseudo- 
giants.

America and the Polynesians. Magellan was the first 
to find the Patagonians. It was in 1519, between Terra 
del Puego and the American continent, in the straits 
that are named for him. Once.during the five months 
of winter that he passed in the region he was visited 
by a native. The fellow was gay, vigorous, confident, 
and did not hesitate to board the Spanish vessel. 
Magellan pictured him as so tall that the sailors did 
not reach above his waist. He was stout in propor- 
tion and had an appetite to correspond.

A good many people, uncommonly 


learned and studious, have spent a good . 


deal of time trying to find out whether the 
race is growing taller or shorter with the ‘passing of 
the ages, and they have compiled a/good many sta- 
tistics and searched the reports of the explorers and 
archeologists to get at the real facts on man’s stature 
in various epochs of history and prehistory. 

There is not a. doubt that in some countries there is 
a sharp falling off in the average height of the inhab- 
itants, even within the memory of living persons, and 
particularly of official records. In the English army, 
for example, the standard height for recruits was 6 
feet 6 inches in 1845. In 1872 the standard was low- 
ered to 5 feet 5 inches, in 1883 to 6 feet 3 inches, in 
1897 to 5 feet 2 inches; in 1901 permission was given 
to enlist men as low as 6 feet, the lowest on record 
in the history of the British army. s 

2. § ¢ 
Story Told in Cemeteries. 

In Paris the story of the decline in stature comes 
through the cemeteries. The cemetery of St. Mercel 
was used in the fifth and sixth d¢enturies, that of St. 
Germain de Prés about the eleventh M. L. Manou- 
yrier’s measurements of bones from these two ceme- 
teries show that the people of those times were between 
two and three inches taller than the Parisians of 
today. And this is in accordance with the testimony 
of’all ancient authors in describing the people of early 
France. } 

M. Manouvrier examined relic skeletons of near men, 
missing links, and people of the stone and flint age. 
The missing link that Dubois found in Java was about 
the height of a modern European. The skeleton found 
in a limestone cave of Neanderthal was a little below 


2 sr They measured the height of the man of Spy, 


d they. measured the man found in the clay of Lahr, 
and the troglodyte of Chamelade and the crushed man 
of Laugerie. Some of these were a foot or two taller. 

When they came to the stone age they had more to 
work upon. They examined 429 men and 189 women. 
The average height of the men was about that of the 
modern Buropean, and the average.height of the 
women was a bit less, just as it is at present. But 
some of them were considerably taller.

Men Nearly Nine Feet Tall. 

The man of the Madeleine measured the best part 
of 9 feet. The bones found at Les Eyziés belong to 
still larger types. In -this same -region there were 
exhumed the skeletons of an old man, an adult man, 
and a woman. They belonged to tall, robust people, 
§ feet high or more, varying with different estimates. 
The stature of the man of Mentone was even greater. 

Even in modern days there have been found by the 
explorers rude races so tall as to be called pseudo- 
giants. Two groups, representing the type of the tall- 
est men on earth, are the Patagonians from South 
America and the Polynesians. Magellan was the first 
to find the Patagonians. It was in 1619, between Terra 
del Fuego and the American continent, in the straits 
that are named for him. Once during the five months 
of winter that he passed in the region he was visited 
by a native. The fellow was gay, vigorous, confident, 
and did not hesitate to board the Spanish vessel. 
Magellan pictured him as so tall that the sailors did 
not reach above his waist. He was stout In propor- 
tion and had an appetite to correspond. Magellan de- 
scribes them as about 7% feet high.

“Sport the Real Cause. 

Somebody has analyzed the railWay high speed 
mania and he makés an analysis that Seema to fit per- 
fectly the other phases of the mania. 

He ia B. B. Adams and he says that the demand 
for high speed comes mainly from the man whose aim 
is spert. He uses a “@evil wagon” on the beach in 
Florida and rides-<two miles in a minute; faster than 
anything ever moved onthe face of the earth except 
the electric car in the German government trials, be- 
tween Berlin and Zossen, in 1908, which made 125 miles 
an hour. That, by the Way, may almost be classed as 
sport. as the experiment really throws little light on 
the problems of business: railroading. 

Speeds above eighty miles an hour become costiy by 
reason of the wind resistance alone, not to mention 
other elements.

Mail Trains Have Speed Mania. 


The man who really has the speed mania is the 
passenger agent. He tells the locomotive superintendent 
and the ¢ivil engineer that if the company does not run 
ite trains fast the profits will go to the dogs—ti. ¢,: to 
other roads. If the general manager tacitly approves 
the passenger man's demand, it is complied with. 

If the speed really i# risky these three men divide 
the responsibility for the risk on the basis of some oc- 
cult reasoning, by which each. one throws half of it on 
each of the other two. What the public interest requires 
is, of course, a single competent officer who can’ be 
reached and who cannot shift any part of the respon- 
sibility. 

The superintendent is the man who decides how fast 
we shall travel. During the past ten or fifteen years 
the superintendent has increased the speed of some 
trains, has increased the number of fast trains, has made 
trains heavier by putting on more observation cars, 
which prodtice no revenue, without increasing the fare, 
and at the eame time has done many things to make 
train movement safer. 

Trains have been running between Philadelphia and 
Jersey City, ninety miles, in about 1 hour 50 minutes for 
thirty-one years, and the number of such trains gradv- 
ally has increased until now there are more than thirty 
of them every day. New and powerful engines have 
heen built year by year, #0 that now six heavy cars 
are hauled by these two hour trains with the same ease 
that at first they took four light ones. 


Weight Did Not Reduce Speed. 


The trains which make the remarkable time of sixty- 
eight miles an hour for the whole day have been a 
settled feature for ten years. Year by year ali of these 
fast trainee have been made heavier by putting on ad- 
ditional cars, yet the speeds have been maintained or 
improved. 

In Enmegiand the improvement has been similar and 
for a teally magnificent exhibit of regularly main- 
tained high. speed service, one which provides a de- 
eided public benefit, England, according to Mr. Adama, 
leads the United States a few points.

The fastest traveler known is the steel tiger of the 
automobilist, speeding more swiftiv than the highest 


powered steam locomotive that ever raced on rails and 
,that although it is held now to be as fdr from periec- 


tion as was the steam engine in the days of Watt, waen 
only the vaguest rudiments of steam had been transiated 
by the inventor for the use of velocity seeking humans. 

The progress achieved in the motor car during the 
last ten vears is quite unbelievably large and far more 
rapid than that of the railroad locomotive 

In 1896, as invented by Georges Dupuy, an automohile 
expert, three tntrepid French autoists, driving a sixteen 
horspower Panhard-Levassor, covered the distance from 
Paris to Vienna, about 600 miles, in thirty-two hours, an 
extraordinary performance for the epoch. 

In 1901, however, Henri Fournier went from Paris to 
Bordeaux, 310 miles, in 5 hours and 49 minutes in his 
sixty horsepower Mars. 

In 1906 the greatest records of the automobile age 
were made. Demogeot covered five miles in 2 minutes 
37 seconds in Florida, and Fred Marriott, the celebrated 
driver of the Stanley Steamer, broke the mile record 
the next day in the most marvelous time of 28 2-5: sec- 
onds, a record that never has been paralieled.

Next Comes the “ Motor Skate.” 

Fancy has enjoyed its rights in the conquering auto- 
mobile and devised through a Frenchman, Alphonse 
Constantini, the motor skate. 

@ach roller skate is fitted with a one and one-half 
h. p. motor, air cooled. The gasoune tank, which 
holds three-quarters of a liter of fuel, is carried ona 
girdle around the waist of the motor skater. This 
amount of gasoline, it is said, makes allowance for a 
distance of about seventy-five miles to be covered. 

The little tank also carries, attached to it, th oil, 
the accumulator, and the levers for controlling the sed 
of the engines. 

Holding the throttle lever in his right hand and hav- 
ing. closed the battery circuit, the motor skater merely 
pushes off one foot as an ordinary skater does, and as 
soon as he hears an explosion he starts the second foot 
in the same way. Constantini says he can attain a speed 
of forty miles an hour, and, encouraged by his first suc- 
cess, is now bullding skates of less power in order to 
popularize the sport. 

It would take a prophet to leok Into the future and 
discover all the good uses that the spee@ of motors 
will serve. But it requires only everyday peopic to 
realize that it will remain an important actor in civiliza- 
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tion and for countless generations serve mankind with 
high advantage. Certain it ts to prevent traffic oonmre- 
tion in city streets. 

A horse driven truck, starting from one end of B-vad- 
way, makes the nine mile trip to the other In two 
hours and carries a load of a ton and a half. But with 
the motor the load will be three tons and the time one 
hour. 

Besides it saves the street space roomed by the 
horse. In that way it really trebles the room in the 


street.

It has been pointed out that the years ‘patient 
work, study, and heartbreaking failures t have 
markeg the slow and sometimes mysterious progress of 
the aeroplane have had their reward in a sudden burst 
of remarkable and successful records.

The Wright Brothers, Aviators. 

A few weeks ago Wtibur Wright astonished France 
with a world’s record flight of thirteen ‘and one-half 
miles, remaining in the air twenty-four minutes. 

This was beaten the next day by Delagrange, presi- 
dent of the Aviation Club of France, who remained in 
the air twenty-nine minutes and covered fifteen and 
one-quarter miles, For two days Delagrange tasted thie 
joy of victory, and then his record was almost doubled 
by Orville Wright, who manipulated his aeroplane for 
fifty-seven minutes over the ground of Fort Myer, near 
Washington. 

The success of such a flight can be gauged by the 
time rather than distance, as speed must be maintained 
at all times to keep the heavy machine in the air. In 
the following week Mr. Wright broke the world’s rec- 
ords five times. On Sept. 12 he remained in the air 
sevyenty-four minutes, traveling part of the time at the 
rate of thirty-nine miles an hour, rising to an altitude 
of 260 feet. This established a record for time, dis- 
tanoe,and height. Accompanted by an officer of the signa! 
corps, he algo set the record for a two man fligit by 
staying up nine minutes and traveling six miles. 

Although the doings and possibilities of the airship 
have been overshadowed of late in many quarters by the 
marvelous exploits of the. aeroplane, nevertheless the 
United States government has just purchased the Bald- 
win dirigible balloon which remained in the air over 
two hours and traveled forty miles. 

And in Great Britain attention is focused largely «n 
the dirigible balioon. They talk there of airships 1.090 
feet long. Such a boat could carry an engine eight 
times as heavy as one 500 feet long, and it would offer 
only four times the resistance to the wind, therefore it 
could travel twice as fast. And it appears that the 
larger an airship is the more readily it is managed. 
They have the disadvantage, however, of expense.

while an aeroplane can be built for $2,000. With the 
establishment of Delagrange’s new commercial venture. 
the French Aviation company, it is thought that the 
price for aeroplanes may fall to $1,000.

Our public would un- 
avoidably become name and personality worshipers, just as is the one in New York, 
and the hope of educating Chicagoans to appreciation of opera for opera’s sake would 
uecessarily vanish. And not until a public is brought to care fully as much for the

_ real musical understanding. And only when such a point in our development is’ 
reached will it be possible to establish opera here normaily, healthfully, and perma-’ 
nently. For only then will it become a necessity to the people, and able, therefore, +o, 
depend upon the great mass of music lovers for its support. Previous to this it will 
be the pet and plaything of wealthy, fashionable caprice.

tan company in order to make possible the transplanting of a part of that ofgamisa- 
tion here for a long engagement could, if intelligently and correctly expended, give us’ 

a first class company of our own formed on lines of true musical worth and capabie”

Naneée O'Neill and “Agnes” are a peculiar 
actress and a singuler play that get into 
Broadway to compel attention. Nance was 
produced ten years ago by McKee Rankin, 
when he had a stock company over to the 
eastward of our main theatrical thorough- 
fare; and rumors of her talent were heard 
faintly by New Yorkers, who won't go more 
than a block off that street to see a stage 
show. So Nance passed away with Rankin 
and his venture. 

“Agnes” is billed with the name of George 
Cameron,as its author. A whispered rumor 
gays {t was written *by Mr. and Mrs. 
Sydney Drew, a son of Mrs. John Drew 
and a daughter of McKee ..ankin- 
a paternity to yield any sort of the- 
atrical talent. My own guess, though, is that 
it has been taken from some French fiction 
older than the international copyright law, 
which would account for the secrecy of its 
authorship; for a stronger drama could be 
made-of its materiai, and then where would 
this version be? Just as it is, “Agnes” wilt 
turn mawy a dream of mine into a night- 
mare, with my head aching to remember 
who I am,.and a surgeon boring, sawing, and 
chopping through my skull to find out what's 
the matter with my brain. 

Suppese, ladies, that for five years you have 
been the loved and loving wife of a surgeon; 
that prior to this happy wedlock you mar- 
ried mercenarily a miliionaire yachtsman, on 
whose vessel your honeymoon trip ended ina 
wreck, out of which you were <aved and he 
supposedly lost; and that your first husband 
isn't dead, after all, but lives with all recol- 
lection of himself before the disaster knocked 
out of his brain; and he comes to your sec- 
ond husband to have his memory restored by 
a surgical operation. 

You are in your drawing room across a hall- 
way from the laboratory in which your pres- 
ent spouse is about to restore a knowledge 
of the past to your former mate. The opera- 
tion has been successful so many times that 
you can't doubt it will be sothistime. Within 
the hour the sureeon and the patient both will 
know you are the lawful wife of the one you 
bate and merely the mother of children by the 
one you love. 

As a distracted woman—which {fr to say, 
an emotional actress In the room visible toan 
-audience—what will you do about it? 

Nance O'Neil sits dazed by what Impends; 
gets up to pace to.and fro in agitation; tries 
to get into the room where the surgery is 
going on and stop it, but is locked out; ejacu- 
lates incoherently and gesticulates aimle:sly; 
finally resolves to run away and hide from 
both men, so that while the one she loves can't 
find her. no more can the one she loathes, 
Nance kes Agnes over six feet in height, 
with a f not handsome but mobile, and a 
powerful voice modulated by culture. In the 
fashionable gowns of this heroine che is a 
sight rousingly pictorial. 

What is the upshot? O, the superfluous 
husband dies under the desirable husband's 
syrgery, neither knowing what the one would 
recollect if the other restored his memory. 
The play ends so abruptly, with the announce- 
ment of the patient's death on the operating 
table, that the people are reluctant to quit; 
for they would like to know if the wife tells 
her surviving husband about the husband 
who, as the surgeon deplores, is the first sub- 
ject to die under bis hands. 

With all tts odd originality, this drama has 
resemblances to familiar fictions. Agnes is 
offered in the matrimonial markets of Europe 
by her sordid mother. as in “ Dora’; she 
coldly repulses the ardent man she marries 
ae in “ The Forgemaster'’; and she ts ap- 
palled by the return of a husband thought 
dead. as tn‘ Enoch Arden.” Who's carping?

“‘A Message from Mars.’’ 
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Bluffs Don't Go 
. with the Manager. 


There are many bluffs made at the box 
office, and they are apt to be In two differant 
categories as to whéther they are made by 
men or women. Men will bluff about money 
and about tickets, but the feminine biuff is 
made with an eye to aid in the eternal repair- 
ing and rejuvenating of her clothes. “A 
woman’s heart ig in her clothes,”’ the most 
prominent managers have cause to know, and 
it is always to them that she wants some- 
thing done when she cals up the box office. 

A polite dialogue took place over the tele- 
phone the other day in which Mn Herbert 
Duce of the Garrick theater was at the the- 
ater end. 

“I shall be glad to have it fixed for you; 
thank you for telling us."" ** What seats did 
you say they were?” “ Yes, thank you, give 
us the numbers.” “Am so sorry it hap- 
pened,” were a few of the polite things which 
the manager was heard to say.

T is characteristic of human nature that a man, 
bending himself to a particular accomplishment, 
finds new incentive to push it im proportion 
that it is successful beyond his expectations.
